“Col.” Edward Butler, who has an inter- 
est In the Kinloch racetrack in St. Louis 
county, which has been practically put out 
of business by the racing syndicate, was 
Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday morning what he thought of 
the probable fate in the State Senate 
Thursday of the bill to repeal the Breed- 
ers law. | 

“I would be very much surprised,”’ he 
replied, “if the bill to repeal the breeders’ 
law was passed. 

“T believe there are too many intelligent 
men in the senate to pass the bill, that is, 
too many who want to see St. Louis pro- 
vided with amusement. 

“T have had nothing to do with efforts 
to prevent the passage of the repeal! bill. 
I haven't been to Jefferson City for sev- 
eral years. 

“| have heard that there is three- 
quarters of a million dollars in Jeffer- 
son City’ to prevent the repeal.” 


Racing Good Amusement. 


“But if you wamt my private opinion I'll 
tell you. I don't think it will cost them a 
cent to defeat this repeal bill. 

“There are a lot of people in St. Louls 
who want racing, and I think there are 
enough sensible men in the Senate_to un- 
derstand that. 

“Now, understand, I don't favor the re- 
tention of the breed’: ’ law on fhe statute 
books on my own account. It’s simply on 
account of the people who want amuse- 
ment. The sanctimonious people want only 
the kind of amusement nobody else can 
see. Other people want amusement like 
horee racing. 

“Now, personally, I don't like Cella, Ad- 
ler and Tiller. I have no use for them. 
Tilles, you know, is the fellow who 
wouldn't let me race at Kinloch park. I 
went to him and told him that I wanted 
30 days’ racing at Kinloch. 

“He said: ‘Certainly, Colonel, you can 
have thirty days’ racing here—on nights 


and Sundays.’ 

“And we haven't had any racing there 
since. 

“But, I’m not, kicking about that. I had 
only $5000 invested in the Kinloch track. 

“Even though I don’t like Tilles, Adier

FIGHT. ON TERMINAL 
FAILS IN ILLINOIS 


Resolution Asking Investigation 
of Taxable Property Reports to 
Be Buried in Committee. 


Special to the Post-Dispatrh. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, March 8&—The [I- 
linsis Senute combine this morning found a 
peaceful resting place in the revenue com- 
mittee for Senator Bartley’s resolution to 
investigate the Terminal Rallroad Associa- 
tion of St. Louis, on chaste: that it mad 
improper reports of its property in Tlinois 
to the state auditor for assessment by the 
State board of equalization. 

The Senate combine has an easy faculty 
of burying in committees such resolutions, 
ard it is doubtful if the termina) investiga- 
tion will be heard of again during the sos- 


sion of the Legislature. 

The reference to committee was made by 
viva voce vote and not a single voice 
was raised in opposition. 

Genator Bartley called up the resolution, 
which has been before the Senate for ten 
days, and made a half-hearted speech in 
favor of immediate action. Although there 
had been no public suggestion that the 
Senate combine had framed up things to 
refer this resolution, Bartley's speech made 
it apparent that he, had knowledge in ad- 
vance of what was coming. 

He produced a tabulated statement com- 
paring the two reports made by the Term- 
inal Association, one to the railroad and 
warehouse commission, the other to the 
state auditor for taxation. He said the 
figures showed conclusively that some g 
gantic fraud had been perpetrated upon the 
State of Illinois; that it should be inves- 
tigated and that to tie the matter up in 
committee would be disastrous to the res- 
olution. 

Senator Humphrey moved 
to the revenue committee.

By the Backing Up of Colorado 
River Arid Lands Are 
Inundated.

SAN FRANCISCO, March /.—‘*The Salt- 
on Sea”’ phenomenon in Colorado has again 
appeared and there is once more a vast 
“sea” on the Colorado desert. This time 
the engineers who are bringing the waters 
of the Colorado river to a colony § are 
blamed for the inundation. 

The Colorado river, which is very high, 
has backed up and thus forced its way in- 
to the heart of the desert, which is 40 feet 
below the sea level. This great inland 
basin is thus filled and there is a complete 
tie-up of the salt works at Salton. 

In Arizona, where there was never known 
to be any water, great lakes have been 
formed, and the presence of this water is 
said to have changed the climate consider- 
ably.
